Document 1: JP 2003-170485 A (Idemitsu Unitech Co., Ltd.) 
Document 2: JP 1 1-156921 A (Idemitsu Petrochemical Co., Ltd.) 

(Claims 1-6) 

The inventions of claims 1-6 do not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
documents 1 and 2 cited in the ISR. 

"Polypropylene resins having an isotactic pentad fraction of 0.85-0.99 and a melt 
flow rate (MFR) of 0.1-30g/10 min" and "metallocene-type ethylene-a-olefin 
copolymers produced using a metallocene catalyst and having a density of 880- 
920kg/m 3 and a melt flow rate (MFR) of l-30g/10 min" are commonly known (refer 
to document 1 for the former). 

In addition, document 2 (paragraph 0016) describes a composition of "a 
polypropylene resin" and "a metallocene-type ethylene-a-olefin copolymer". 

The inventions described in documents 1 and 2 relate to transparent resin sheets 
made from polypropylene resins and deal with an identical issue, being improving 
their mechanical properties without reducing their transparency (document 1 : 
paragraph 0002, document 2: paragraph. 0005). 

Therefore, appropriately combining the technical concepts disclosed in documents 
1 and 2, and optimizing the melt flow rate, density and component ratios of a resin 
composition of "a polypropylene resin" and "a metallocene-type ethylene-a-olefin 
copolymer" in accordance with the intended use so as to produce the inventions of 
claims 1-6 is within the scope of the realization of routine creative abilities for a 
party skilled in the art.
